Background and Justification . 4 

From 1956 until 1961 the CFL had been publishing the paper 
"Iatvijas Brivibal" in 2000 oopies which via various channels was 
dispatohed to Latvia . Altogether 18 Issues of »thls 0 paper were pub- 
lished and the last Issue appeared la February , 1961 , when the pub- 
lication was discontinued because of the laok of funds. 

The Committee for a ricee Latvia is of the opinion that this pap.-,., 
or 's publishing should be resumed because its infiltration into the 
occupied Latvia, though in small numbers, undoubtedly reaohes its 
aim by analysing the methods of Russian imperialism and colonialism 
used to enslave our compatriots, thus strengthening the spirit of 
resistance against the Kremlin's henchmen placed in Latvia's adm^hi-r 
stration, and, generally speaking, consolidating the national con- 
sciousness of our oppressed countrymen.

Heports and debates at the Latvian Communist Party /LCP/ XVIII • 
congress in September, 1961, clearly indicated - as well as it is 
evident from Soviet Latvian newspapers - that diasention within the
